A great many, in anticipation, are al- 
readypoisoning squirrels on their own 
lauds. More vermin have been cleaned 
out this year than in former seasons. 
The very approach of the law has done 
apparent good. The small land own- 
ers are pleased with the law. Should 
not those blessed with great abund- 
ance be milling to do as much in pro- 
portion as their less fortunate neigh- 
bors9 You ^ho have uutille'l breed- 
ing ground beside cultivated fields, 
just think how you u ould like it 
yourself' Don't condemn the law 
until it has a good trial. Sill your 
own squirrels, and it doesn't touch 
you. 
If it is unconstitutional, then 


the county pays the inspector and not 
the land owner. Let sill take hold to- 
gether and peihaps it won't be so 
costly a \\oik after all. Let the 
squirrels do the sqnuming, and not 
the land owneis. 


Farmeis. see to it, in e\ery special 


district, that a good inspector is ap- 
pointed, ^lio iwl' make no farce of 
this business. With cneigy and piu- 
deiice the \\hole work may be accom- 
plished peacefully.
